" The l;i\« demanding that u II weight be given in Hie sale ol 
all goods sold by weighl .vc very':sifict in most slates and 
many dealers have paid penalties for-giving short weighl. 
Without doubt some have been obligcdflo do this who were 
innocent of wrong intent. Where the law is strictly enforced 
the lack of full weight by the merest fraction means a penalty, 
Whether the shortage be due to the carelessness of a clerk or 
the slight inaccuracy of a scale, of which the dealer* had no 
knowledge. But of course il is Hie business of merchants to 
know that their scales are correct and thai their clerks arc 
careful, 'aiid when it is proved'that short weights have been 
given Ihe courts make no allowance for mistakes and inflicl 
the penalties'fircscribed. 


But there are foods which are sold by (he package and nol 


by weight, and, according to reports from Washington, whole- 
sale cheating has been introduced in connection with this class 
of goods. And the trovible here is with Ihe manufacturers, for 
(he retailers'never change the contents of a package. They 
sell the packages as they come to them and are not responsible 
for short measure. 


. The matter is being agitated by the Department of Agnail-, 


lure, which asks for legislation designed to put an end to Ihe 
practice of selling breakfast foods and other package articles 
in containers only partially filled. 
H is claimed that many 


packages are not more than two-thirds filled and that bottled 
and canned goods are w'alcred to such an extent that they 
contain much less vegetables ;md frulls than they are supposed 
io hold. The officials are quite right when they say that 
"these deceptive packages afford a convenient vehicle for 
covert increases in Ihe cost of rood articles to the consumers." 


• These practices amount to the same thing as giving short 
weight, and there should cei'lainly be a law lo prevent them. 
It.is one of. Hit most miserable fonrjs of cheating, being prac- 
tically no better than stealing. 
' 


Bui these goods arc nol put up by retailers, and it would 


therefore be,unfair }o hold (hem responsible. The packages 
are put up where the goods arc manufactured, and facts that 
Have been brought lo light show that there are manufacturers 
who are pot above (he despicable practice of thus "covertly in- 
creasing the cost of food articles to consumers." 


1 The prevailing high prices are bad enough when one gets 


' pound for pound and pint for pint. TO have thievery added 


—and the short filling of packages and cans is nolhing less— 
is intolerable, and a remedy should 'be devised and applied 
without delay. 
A bill has "already been,introduced in the 


Hou.se amending'the pure food and drugs-act so as to prevent 
the abuse that has been unearthed by Ihe Department of Agri- 
culture. There should be speedy enactment and a rigorous 
enforcement of the law. 
High prices are burdensome in them- 


selves, and when to/these is added fraud in Ihe preparation of
